The name of Harry J. Lawson, 
Oak Park, 111., in the dead man's coat, 
and $19.30 in his pocket furnished the 
officers the only clues.

ly when Lawson notified officers he 
had given the garment to a tramp 
seven years previously.

Confesses Killing 


Questioned here, Harris finally con- 


fessed killing 
Royal, 
according to 


Howie county officers. In his confes- 
sion Harris stated that he and Royal 
had parked beside the 
highway to 


sleep and that he wan aroused by 
Royal trying to attack him. Harris 
;;;iirl lie grabbed up the auto jack and 
struck Royal on the head. After hit- 
tinU him several times, ho dragged 
him from the car and realized that he 
had killer! his companion. , He said 
lie dragged the body about 75 feet 
from the road and drove into Tex- 
arkana and abandoned the ca'r alter 
removing the license plates. He rode 
a freight train to Bono, he said. 


A .special grand jury indicted Har- 


ris for murder and his trial was .set 
for April 21. Meanwhile, Harris at- 
tempted suicide by butting his head 
uguinst his cell wall and was brought 
to a Texarkana hospital for treatment. 
Whilo confined in the hospital, he at- 
tempted to leap from a third-story 
window and was chained to his bed. 


When arraigned 
for 
trial, Harris 


threw 'fits' and his attorneys recom- 
mended a sanity test. On April 22, a 
Bowie county jury adjudged Harris 
Kanp and his trial was reset for Ihe 
current court term. 


Back in his cell, Harris, according 


to fellow prisoners, broke the crutches 
lie had used since being returned lo 
Tcxurkana and told them he had been 
feigning that he was crippled. Harris 
had told officers that he had been 
injured while fighting forest fires in 
North Dakota. Harris also is alleged 
tii have, told his 
prison companions 


that lie had been feigning insanity. 


A few (Jays later Harris became ill 


and told the jailer he had drunk a 
quantity of poisonous disinfectant. A 
stomach pump was used and he suf- 
fered no ill effects. Later, he told the 
jailer he had broken a bottle and eat- 
en the glass. Since that time no re- 
ports of suicidal attempts have come 
from Harris' cell.

Mussolini Foiled

to Slay Premier 


ROME.~(^}')-A frustrated plan to 


assassinate Premier Benito Mussolini 
was revealed Sunday with announce- 
ment that a young Italian, armed with 
a pistol and two bombs, had been ar- 
rested outside the office of 11 Duce in 
the Falazzio Venezia. 


The would-be assassin, who was ar- 


i csted confessed that he sought to kill 
the premier during Garibaldi anni- 
versary ceremonies because Garibaldi 
was a symbol of liberty, police said. 


First announcement of the arrest, 


made by tho official government Press. 
Bureau, said the man was a 25-year- 
old Italian, Angelo Sbardellotto. He 
carried a Swiss passport, which bore 
the name of Angelo Gabini, but the 
tress Bureau said the document was 
forged. Police said the prisoner was 
a member of an organization called 
"Justice and Liberty,'1 which was 
pledged to violent action. 


The prisoner was quoted as saying 


he carried the two high explosive 
bombs for the attempt against Musso- 
lini and the pistol to kill bjmself. His 
pockets were loaded with the weapons 
when he was arrested.
